And 
after the Spanish-American War 
they came back with their knowl- 


edge of war added to, and their ca- 
pacities fuller than ever. 
Husky Lot of Soldiers. 

Now they come home again on a 
mighty troopship flying the British 
flag, a thing which the founders of 
the company never would have 
thought possible. I cannot  be- 
lieve that the men who served 
the first guns of Battery A, more 
than a hundred vears ago, were any 
stronger, under or rédder than the 
husky boy® who marched off the Ve- 
dic yester@ay and lined up on Com- 
monwealtR ,;ier. A militarist would 
say, “If only there were a war going 
on somewhere. These men are in 
the pink of condition and could go 
into battle tomorrow.”’ 

After the manner of soldiers re- 
turned from foreign wars, these men 
tossed off phrases in a foreign 
tongue with considerable of an air. 
“Toot sweet and boo coo and merci,” 
was what the watchers on the pier 
heard, just as the grandmothers of 
some of these men heard Spanish 
Vords of greeting and affection 70 
years ago, as they sood by Gravois 
road and watched their men come 
home. 

When they went to Mexico they 
made the longest march ever made 
by artillery, a record which stands 
g00d to this day. This trip they have 
not marched as far, but they have 
traveled much farther, and, in neith- 
er war did they lose a gun. 

The men crowded the decks of the 
Vedic as she came up the bay yes- 
terday, through brilliant sunshine 
and a crisp spring morning.

Slav customs system, and further

Italy refused to accept this proe- 
posal, whereupon President Wilson 
withdrew, leaving Italy alone with 
| the other representatives of the oth- 
er signatories of the treaty. During 
the meetings of the representatives 
of the signatories, both Premier Or- 
lando and Foreign Minister Sonnine 
were most conciliatory, Orlando es- 
pecially having asked repeatedly on 
what condition France and Great 
Britain would consent to give Fiume 
to Italy. Baron Sonnino said he 
was ready to discuss a revision of 
the London treaty. 

However, President Wilson who, 
while he was not present at the 
meetings, kept in touch with them, 
then wanted to reopen the question 
of the treaty of London, but with- 
out joining the revision to the fate 
of Fiume. The President has re- 
ceded from his first proposal to make 
Fiume a free city and is inclined 
to give it absolutely to the Jugo- 
Slavs. As to Premiers Clemenceau 
and Lloyd George, they are under- 
stood to be ready to adhere purely 
and simply to the treaty of Londo#. 
|at the same time seeking means of 
| conciliation. 

Premier Orlando threatens to re- 
turn to Italy today unlese there is a 
| satisfactory adjustment. Premier 
| Lioyd George of Great Britain is try- 
ing to persuade the Italian leader to 
remain in Paris longer while he con- 
tinues his efforts to reconcile the op- 
posing viewpoints. 

There were rumors last night of 
weakening on the part of the Italian 
delegation and a report of a dispo- 
sition to withdraw demands for the 
Dalmation hinterland if permitted 
to have the coast, the coastal water- 
shed and Flume.

The suggestion, 
however, apparently has not had any 
great effect on the negotiations, as 
the delegates expressed the opinion 
that no single nation can afford to 
hinder a peace conforming to the 
provisions of the armistice broadly 
and that rights of secret treaties 
will be lightly regarded by the peo- 
ples who are clamoring for a settle- 
ment of the world war.

Sleeves of Some of Men Almost 
Covered With Wound Stripes 
—On Victory Loan Tour.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 23.—The| 
party of 115 Belgian officers and 


enlisted men who are touring the| 


country in the interest of the Victory 
Loan, and who will be in St. Louis 
tomorrow, is made up of some of the 
most heroic figures in the Belgian 
army. The veterans, 
here this morning from Nashville, 
wear from one to 10 medals each as 


seven officers, including the cam- 
manding officer, Capt. Alfred Dirix. 
They represent four of the best divis- 
ions of the Belgian army and 12 dif- 
ferent regiments, including grena- 
diers, chasseurs, carbineers and ma- 
chine gunners. 
Numerous Wound Stripes. 

The sleeves of several of the men 
are almost covered with wound 
stripes, the service of the wearers 
dating back to the defense of the 
fortress of Liege in 1914. 

One of the officers, Lieut. Emile 
Vervioet, was made a Knight of the 
Order of Leopold for conspicuous 
bravery. Lieut. Vervloet won this 
honor by swimming the River Yser 
six times under heavy fire to rescue 
six wounded Belgian soldiers, and by 
penetrating the German lines for a 
distance of 1200 yards while on pa- 
trol duty and returning with valua- 
ble information. 

This same soldier won the Cross 
of St. George, a high Belgian deco- 
ration, for leading 30 men in a raid 
at Boesinghea, capturing 60 prison- 
ers and disarming them of flame 
throwers.
